.Idfea cf victory as defined by the Ger- 
man crown prince, in an interview 
published in the Budapest Az Est, is an 
intention "to hold our own and not let 
Ourselves be vanquished." 


The crown prince is quoted as say- 


ing, that this was clear to him, the mo- 
ment England entered the war. 


Tbje crown -prince denied that he was 
a. "fire-eater" and continued: 
, "If Germany had wanted 
war we 


Should not have chosen this moment. 
IjJo moment could have been more un- 
favorable for Germany." 
. Ih reply..,to the question as to how he 
thought the end of the war would come, 
lie .replied: "Through the enemy per- 
ceiving that they are not.equal to the 
*lnnlng Of their colossal stake, and 
that they cannot .win as much as they 
are bound to lose..1' 


.In discussing the present* operations 


on the western front, the crown prince 
dud:, 


i"The enemy attacks and the with- 
drawal on our front at several places 
is often wrongly interpreted in some 
circles. Some of our people are too ac- 
customed to a continuous advance and 
whan a battle occurs w.herein the ene- 
my. ,niakes attacks and we have to'de- 
f$rid ourselves the situation is not al- 
ways correctly understood. In judging 
the situation, both military and politi- 
cal, we must never forget one thing— 
that we are waging a war of defense. 
The war is one of annihilation only for 
the. enemy, riot for us. We want to

When the interviewer remarked that 
the crown prince was considered abroad 
as a "fire-eater," he answered. 


"I am aware of these accusations. Do 
1 need to say that not a word of them 
is true? 


Reverting to the question of what 


nation wanted the war, he declared that 
"it wa sclear that England would take 
advantage of the opportunity." 


Belgium after all was only a pretext, 


he continued. "England intervened be- 
cause German competition was unbear- 
able." 


"We are fighting for our existence. 
I repeat our aim,, therefore, 
only to 
safeguard ourselves." 
. "The enemy asaults doubtless will 
continue for some time," the crown 
prince said, with reference to the fight- 
tag on the western front, "but our 
enemies must themselves see that they 
will not be able to attain their aim. Our 
troops are fighting splendidly and I at- 
tribute to their courage the fact that 
euch colossal staperiority in 
does not crush us.'

Discussing the fighting qualities of 
Germany's enemies he said: 


"The French fight brilliantly and are 


bleeding to death. They do not hesi- 
tate at any sacrifice. 
With the Eng- 


lish the individual man is very good and 
tenacious but the leadership is defi- 
cient. Among the Americans I've found 
that the majority do not know what 
they are fighting" for. 
I asked an 


American prisoner what they 
were 


fighting for and he answered: "For Al- 
sace.* and to the question: 'Where is 
Alsace?' he replied: 'It's a big lake."

John A. Chilcote of this city, is having 
a hand in the great 'allied offensive in 
France and according to a letter just 
received by Mr. Chilcote the young 
man has had a remarkable experience. 
Writing under date of July 17th Mr. 
Chilcote says in part: 


The big drive is on and we are doing 
our bit along with the rest. Tour letter 
of June 16 arrived several days ago and 
I had hardly finished reading it when 
tilings broke loose. We were called out 


bed and- went, to-our-'guns oil the"- 
n. We iired all. night and'all the 
next day and the following twoAflays \ye 
.have/fired at frequent intervals. " .1- 
I suppose you will think it strange 


that I speak of being o'n the guns, so 
will explain. I am no longer mess ser? 
£eant. 
Sometime ago I came to the 


conclusion that I would like to take a 
more active part in this old fight, so 
I asked permission of Capt. Miller to 
be1 relieved of that duty knd placed on 
a gun squad,-which he did. It is much 
harder' \fcork but I find more pleasure 
doing it than I did the other. 


I now know what it is to be under 


shell fire. A high explosive shell hit 
about 20 yards in front or our gun pit 
and threw a shower of dirt all over us. 
Another hit directly in our rear and 
we wondered where the next one would 
light, but they ceased firing for a time 
and when they opened up again they 
did not .come nearly so close. It gave 
us all a thrill for a few minutes but 
we. had soon forgotten 
all about it. 


When we are busy firing'we don't have 
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Washington, Sept. 4.—General March

General March said the object of the 
Canadian drive across the old Queant-. 
Drocourf was Cambrai. which was now 
within 7% miles of the British advance, 
according to official advices. 
In the action, east of Arras, General 
March said, the British, had crossed, the 
so-called Hindenburg line, on an eight- 
mile front. 
He added that the max- 
imum-advance of the British since the 
drive started • in Picardy and extended 
northward was 14 miles. 


On the Flanders front General March 
said, the enemy was retiring without 
every severe pressure being brought 
upon him and the Flanders salient al- 
ready had been blotted out. 


The chief-of-staff pointed • out that 


the main resistance to the allies ad- 
vance all along- the line had been en- 
jountered by the British on the- Scarpe 
sectorr 
< The rapid French .advance, 
south of that .s'ector, fie added, was 
largely .due to" British successes in over 
coming' this' resistance. 
This .was 


shown clearly when the French ad- 
vanced between six and 10 miles on a 
25-mile front in one -day, south of the 
Somme.. 


The enemy made efforts to hold the 
French, along the line of the Canal Du 
Ko'rd, but the • French have crossed the 
canal in several places. 


In the sector, north of Soissons, 
French and American troops are ad- 
vancing steadily against a stiffening re- 
istance .the latest official advices to 
the war department show.

They s«re hard pressed and arc 
pulling off some stunts that are very 
inhuman. They

bombing pur hospitals but the other 
day they pulled a rich one. tombed a 
German prison camp and killed about 
400 of their «wn men. Another trick 
they pulled was taking a machine gun 
out in Xo Alan's Land. Two Germans, 
dressed as Red Cross men, started out 
bearing a litter, presumably loaded with 
wounded men.

a shell hole and uncovered the Utter 
U|*on which was mounted a machine 
gun.

BRITISH MAKE: PROGRESS. 
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London, Sept. 4 — (i p. m.) — The»Brii- 
ish have secured a hold on' the 'west 
bank of the Canal Du Nord by taking 
Riimaucourt, to the north of-Sains-Lez- 
Harquion, according .to advices from 
the battlefront today. 


Further south along the canal they 
are reported to have captured Inchy- 
en-Artois, Demicourt, to the east of 
Doignies and 'Hermies, three miles 
northeast of Bertincourt. 


Near the .Somme the British, the 
advices state, have crossed the canal 
at Haut Allaines, slightly more than 
two miles north of Feronne. 


From Hermies southward the British 


line is indicated as running to the west 
of Ruyaulcourt, a mile and a half east 
of Bertincourt. 


Midway between Nieppe and Sailly 


in the Lys salient the British have 
captured the village of Croix du Bac. 


Since the opening of the combined 
Franco-British operations August 8, no 
less than 97 German divisions have been 
engaged on the battlefront. 


BRITISH PUSH TOWARD CAMBU \1.

The British have driven home their 


push through the Wotan line as far 
as the Canal du Nord and -as yet their 
progress is not reported checked.

For Fourteen Years

Th« Kaiser's Dual Personality. 
If I had come away from Germuny In 


January, 1914, Instead of in January, 
1918, and had written the Impression 
I had gained of the kaiser In the t 
years I had known him, what a false 
picture I would have painted of the 
man as he really Is I 


It'would have been a picture of a 


man who In general appearance and 
'bearing was every inch an emperor and 
yet who could exhibit all the courtesy, 
affability and gentleness of the most 
i democratic gentleman, a man soft of! 
'eye aad kindly In expression, a man of 
wide reading and attainments—perhaps 
the most versatile man in,the world, a 
5 man who possessed a most alert mind, 
: a remarkable memory and the keenest 
observation; a man who was nojt gen- 
erous In nature and yet was at times 
considerate of others; a man of charm* 
ing personality and amiability. It 


^ would have shown a man of unpar- 
alleled egotism, a man who was im- 
patient of correction and who would 
brook no opposition. There might have 
been in the picture a suggestion of the 
dire lengths to which tile man would 
go to have his way, but it wonld.have 
been only a suggestion. 
, 
As far as it went, the picture would 


,hnve been accurate, but it would have 
been sadly Incomplete—with all the 
'lights worked in but lacking all the 
; shadows. 


It took the war and its attendant 


horrors to reveal the kaiser in his 
true colors; The war did not change 
his character; it uncovered it. 


Early in my practice I happened fb

tance with history and has little re- 
spect for the political opinions of oth- 
ers whose knowledge of history Is less 
complete.;

Shortly after Carnegie had donated 


five million marks ,to Germany to fur* 
ther world-peace, I ' happened to be 
talking to the knlser of American mil- 
lionaires and the steelmaster was 
mentioned. 


"Of course, Carnegie Is a nice .old 


man and means well," remarked the 
kaiser, condescendingly, "but he is to- 
tally ignorant of world history. He's 
just advanced us five million for 
world-peace. We accepted it naturally, 
but, of course, we Intend to continue 
pur policy of maintaining our army and 
navyjn full strength."

Indeed, .there is hardly any trabject 


to which the kaiser has devoted any 
considerable attention in which he 
doesn't regard himself as the final au- 
thority. 


As an art collector and antiquarian 


le claims first place and he is rather 
Inclined to feel that second place 
should be left vacant. He aways' re- 
sented very much the acquisition by 
American millionaires of art treasures 
and antiquities which their wealth 'en- 
abled them to buy, but 'which ttieir 
imited acquaintance with fiis'tory and 
their lack of culture and refinement 
made them' unable to appreciate--4n 
the kaiser's estimation. 


Of his own taste In art little need tie 


said; The. monuments which he caused 
o be erected to his ancestors and their 
advisors and which adorn the Sieges 
Allee, the street he had opened through 
the Tiergarten especially for them, are 
mention to the kaiser that I appce-j

dated the friendliness he showed me at the same time a monument to the 


kaiser's ideas of art. tfhey are the 
laughing-stock of the artistic world. 
They have been so frequently defaced 
by vandals whose artistic taste they 
offended that- it was necessary to Sta- 
tion policemen in the Sieges Alice to 
guard them. Not long ago a burglary 
occurred in the vicinity. The burglars 
were observed while at work and a 
'startled civilian .rushed to the Sieges 
Alice , to summon one1 of .the officers 
who were known to be on guard there. 


"If you hurry," exclaimed the civil- 


in invariably waving his hand at me 
?as he passed my window when walking 


• along the Tiergarten.

•Davis," he said. fThe people see me 
waving to you and they know yon must 
be a good dentist or I wouldn't

fness!" In every act, he was conscious 
of the public.

', During that period of my career in 
•Berlin, be showed the utmost interest 
in my progress and frequently inquired 
how my practice was developing. 
. The first bill I rendered him, as I 
have mentioned, he doubled. On a 
number of subsequent occasions, he 
paid me more than my bill called for. 
These overpayments never amounted 
to very much, but they Impressed me 
because1 they were so out of keeping 
with the stinginess the kaiser dis- 
piayed in other directions.

From"ttme)to-time the kaiser sent 


or brought me autograpned-pictures of 
himself or others. At the time of the 
one hundredth 'anniversary of Fred- 
erick the Great, he gave me a picture 
of that monarch. Oh another occasion, 
he presented me with a group picture 
of himself surrounded by his family 
and dogs. I remember his bringing to 
me a large nnframed picture in cele- 
tintUUil Ul Ills Mlivei- vreuuiug. u wao 
about twenty-four by eighteen Inches 
In size. It showed the kaiserin and 
himself in a sort of cloud floating above 


' a blrdseye view of Berlfn, with the 


palace and the cathedral dimly seen 
below. 
,, . 


"I don't know just what this master- 


piece was meant to signify, but I had it 
framed and placed it in my office. It 
evoked from a little boy who entered 
the room with his mother the follow- 
big astonished remark: "Oh, mother, 
look at the kaiser in heaven!" 


A post-card picture of the kaiser, 


signed by his own-hand, was in bis 
own estimation one of the most price- 
less gifts he could bestow. I remem- 
ber his donating one of them to an 
American charity bazaar in Berlin to 
be auctioned off. He thought that the 
fact that the card came from bis im- 
perial majesty gave it a value which 
could not be measured In dollars and 
cents. A piece of jewelry or a sum 
of money might have been duplicated 
or even excelled' by a gift of similar 
character from any American million- 
aire—for whose wealth the kaiser fre- 
quently expressed the utmost contempt 
—but what could surpass the value of 
an autograph of the kaiser! 


No doubt the royal banquets were 


prepared ranch upon the same prin- 
ciple, for It was a common saying 
among the German aristocracy that one 
bad better feel well before going to a 
banquet at the palace. 


I happened to mention to the kaiser 


the reputation his banquets held amoag 
his people. He was not at «U taken 
•back. 


"That's goodl" he commented. "The 


Germans arc too fat, anyway. The ma- 
jority of the people eat too much." 


Long after aotomoMlIng became 


more or less general,'the kaiser atlll 
employed a horse and carriage for 
ordinary travel, relying npon his free 
we of the railways for .longer dis- 
tances. When, however, the relchstag 
passed a law compelling royalty to pay 
Cor their railroad travel, the kaiser 
took to automobiles. They charged 
him 11,000 marks, he told me, for the 
•se of a train on one of his shooting 
trips, and that apparently was more 
than he cottld stand.

The kaiser speaks English with bat 


the slightest trace of a foreign accent 
His diction Is pnfcct He speaks 
French, too, very fluently, and, I be- 
lieve, Italian. He Is widely read on 
almost all subjects and knows the lit* 
eratare of England, France and Amer- 
ica »s wen «s that of Germany. .Hark 
Twain was one of his favorite Anwr- 


i aathora and LootfeUow his choke 


ian, excitedly, "you can catch these 
burglars red-handed." 


"I'm sorry,", replied the policeman, 


"But I cannot leave the statues." 


Realism is the kaiser's idea of what 


Is most desirable in dramatic art 
When he put on "Sardanapal," a Greek 
tragedy in pantomime, at the Berlin 
opera house, he sent professors to 
the British museum to secure the most 
detailed information' available "regard- 
ing ther costumes of the perfod. "Every

utensil. 
parel, every button, every" 'weapon, 
fact, every property used In the play 
were to be faithfully reproduced, par- 
ticular pains being taken to produce a 
most realistic effect in a funeral pyre 
scene in which a king ended his life. 
The falser sdnt me tickets to isee it ;v 


King Edward attended the" perform- 


ance at the Berlin Royal opera and I 
asked the kaiser how the king of Epg- 
land enjoyed it. 


"My gracious," the kaiser replied, 


unable to repress his satisfaction at 
the effect the Dantomlme had had on 
his royal trade, "why, the King was 
very much alarmed, when the'funeral 
pyre scene came on. He thought the 
whole opera house was on fire!" 


Perhaps the kaiser's love for details 


might be attributed to his keen obser- 
vation. Nothing, no matter how triv- 
ial, escaped his attention. 


A couple of years before the war I 


had the empire furniture in my wait- 
ing room reupholstered. On the very 
first occasion of the kaiser's calling at 
my office after the change he noticed It. 


"My, my, how beautiful the chairs 


look!" he exclaimed. ''Good enough for 
Napoleon himself." 


On another occasion, between two of 


the kaiser's visits, I had had put up 
In the waiting room a new portrait of 
Mrs. Davis. The kaiser noticed it the 
moment he came Into the room and 
made some complimentary remark 
about It 


The kaiser frequently accused the 


Americans of being dollar-worshipers 
and the English of being ruled by 
Mammon, but that he himself was not 
totally unmindful of the value and 
power of money was clearly revealed 
by the manner In which he catered to 
people of wealth In recent yean. 


The richest man In Berlin and one 


of the richest In Germany was a He- 
brew coal magnate named1 Prled- 
lander. The kaiser ennobled him and 
made him Ton Frledlander-Fuld. An- 
other wealthy Hebrew to whom the 
kaiser catered was Schwabach, head 
of the Blekhroeder bank, one of the 
strongest private banks In Germany,, 
and .he, too, was ennobled, becoming' 
Von Schwabach. 


A number of other twalthjr Hebrews 


in Germany were also honored by the 
kaiser In another way. Although lie 
was averse to TlMtlng the homes of 
private Individuals who lacked soda! 
Handing, he departed from his rate In 
their favor and vMted their mansions 
ostensibly to view their art collections, 
tat actually to tickle their vanity. 


Shortly after LeUhman became am- 


inwsador to Germany, the kaiser called 
on me. 


TOOT new ambassador's rtnnutitcr Is 


the best looking young lady who has 
•Mended our court In many a day," he 
declared. "Half a dozen of my young 
staff officers are very anxious to marry 
her. Can you tell me, Davis, whether 
these Lefshmaas have moneyf 


If the kaiser despised the American 


oroveosHy for moncr-makloc. be waj 


certainly not av«r«« to acquiring 
American dollars. 


He told me one* that every trip the" 


Hamburg-American 
liner 
Aruerlka 


made from New York to Hamburg re* 
suited In transferring $150,000 from 
American to German pockets, and 
sdded: "We're mighty glad to get some 
of your American money, I can tell 
you." 


Of the kaiser's versatility T had 


convincing evidence. In his conversa- 
tions with me we usually wandered 
from' subject to subject In the most 
haphazard manner, and he Invariably 
displayed a surprising store of Infor- 
mation on every topic we touched, and 
ram hot vain enough to believe that 
he was 50 anxious to make a favorable 
Impression upon me that he prepared 
for these discussions In advance. 


Indeed; the kaiser discussed so free- 


ly •almost every subject that suggested 
itself that I often wondered what' his 
advisors would have said had they 
overheard our conversations. His read- 
Iness to talk to me was undoubtedly 
due to a .tendency he had to trust 
every one with whom he came In inti- 
mate contact For a man who was apt 
to Jhave so many enemies, he was'less 
rfuspietbus -than anyone I had ever 
tact Be seemed to trust every one; and 
his sense of security unloosened his 
tongue and made him more talkative, 
perhaps^ than was always discreet 


The kaiser was very fond of listen- 


Ing to and telling stories with a point 
and would frequently' invite me to tell 
him any new one that I might have 
heard. Some of the stories we; ex- 
changed were more or less risque and 
would beWt of place In these pages, 
but I do not mean to intimate that 
there was anything very much amiss 
with them. They always amused him 
very much and he was quick to catch 
the point 


The kaiser's sense of humor fre- 


quently exhibited itself. He told me 
of a conference between representa- 
tives of all the powers regarding the 
selection of a king for Albania after 
the Balkan war. Some of those present 
thought the incumbent ought to b'e a 
Catholic, others insisted that a Greek 
Catholic was essential; still others 
maintained that a Mohammedan would 
be most logical. 


It seemed quite impossible to c'omfe 


to any agreement as to just what re- 
ligion the .king of Albania should pro- 
fess, and the kaiser had ended the dis- 
cussion, he said, with the suggestion: 


"Well, gentlemen^ tf a Protestant 


won't do, and a Roman Catholic won't 
do, and a Buddhist is out of the ques- 
tion, why not select a Jew and call him 
Jacob the First? He'll have his throat 
cut, anyway, in three months!" 


The powers did not select a Jew, but 


the prince of Wied, the kaiser's nomi- j 
nee. Was put on the throne, and within j 
a month or two afterwards had to flee 1 
for his life.

BANKS AND BONDS. 


The Comptroller of the Currency has 


made an interesting state ment of the 
part of the national banks played in 
th* three Liberty Loans 


He reported that $6.000,000.000, a lit- 


tle more than half the aggregate of the 
loan, passed through 
national bank 


channels 
By far the greater part of 


this was absorbed 
by individual sub- 


scribers On June 29 only about |400.- 
000.000 of Liberty bonds, constituting 
less than 3 per cent of their assets. 
were held by national bank loans on 
Liberty bonds were only $457,000.000, 
or 2 1-2 per cent of their assets 


These figures are taken by the Treas- 


ury Department to indicate that Lib- 
erty bonds have been taken largely by 
individual investors and are being held 
by them. 


The Comptroller of 'the Currency has 


no jurisdiction over and make no ref- 
erence to the banks .of. the country 
other than the national banks, but it 
is believed that an investigation would 
show that most of the other 
banks 


were equally active in the loans. 


So far as Licking county is concern- 


ed all that the 1? banks and the sev- 
eral building and loan associations have 
co-operated in splendid 
fashion 
not 


only in the Liberty Loans but in the 
War Savings Stamp campaign:

ARTILLERY DEVELOPMENT. 


At the beginning of the war the 


French pinned their faith primarily on 
their light and very mobile guns, 
while the Germans relied more u|M>n 
howitzer* and other very heavy can- 
non.

never have smashed their way so easily 
through the heaviest defenses of Bel- 
gium and France. 


It would seem as if our allies had 


more than caught up with them on 
heavy guns now. During one recent 
month the British 
alone located and 


knocked out 1832 German 
batteries. 


During the same time 
the 
Germans 


succeeded in silencing but 743 British 
batteries, and many of these were able 
very soon to resume fire. 


In earlier trench warfare there would 


be from four days to two weeks of in- 
tense artillery preparation 
before be- 


ginning and 
infantry 
attack. 
The 


enemy trenches would be completely 
julverize-1, a chaos of shell holes, when 
the infantry was sent over. 
The re- 


sult merely was that the enemy had 
plenty of time to rush reserves to the 
spot. The Germans simply fell back 
into the trenches behind and little was 
gained. 


Now the attack is not always pre- 


ceded bj any special artillery prepara- 
tion. 
If there are 
lines of wire en- 


tanglements, light guns may discharge 
sharpnel timed to burst just above the 
giound, so as to cut the wire without 
tearing up the ground much. 
Where 


the ground is all torn to pieces by 
heavy artillery, it makes it very much 
more difficult for the attacking force, 
and it must be harder to operate tanks.

EXPORTATION OF SILVER 


The melting down of the silver dol- 


lars in the United States Treasury and 
the exportation of the bar silver re- 
sulting and other silver bullion possess 
great interest to the average American 
citizen. 
, 


Most of the silver bullion is sent to 


India, whose people have a strong pre- 
judice in favor of metal money, and 
India is exporting a vast amount of 
material used in the war by England 
and France, and, In fact, all the en- 
tente allies, including ourselves. 


To pay for these goods in the money 


desired by the people of India caused 
a tremendous drain on the supply of 
silver of entente allies, and to meet 
this urgent demand the United States 
has taken the great amount of silver 
bullion and silver dollars lying idle in 
its treasury and is exporting to India 
to be used in paying for war supplies. 
Something like a hundred million sil- 
ver dollars have been melted down and 
exported. 


What great assistance it was to the 


allies, including the United States, is 
shown by the statement of Sir James 
Meston. financial member of the Vice- 
roy's Council, who is reported as say 
ing: 


"Probably few people in America re- 


alize how vitally important to India 
and to India's share in the war was 
the legislation 
passed in Washington 


| releasing large quantities of silver for 
use in alleviating the currency 
situa- 


tion there. For this action India as 
well as the British Empire and the 
allies owe a debt of gratitude to the 
'nited States which it is hard to over- 
state."

There are certain brand* of liter- 


ature that can well be spared, and their 
removal from the book counters will 
undoubtedly serve to stimulate the sale 
of books that are really worth read- 
ing. To print a catalogue of those that 
can be dispensed with would make a 
serious inroad on the country's scant 
supply of paper. It would include pon- 
derous essays by scatterbrained theor- 
ists on the rights of property, the labor 
and capital problem, the redistribution 
of swollen fortunes, the sin of possess- 
ing more than $40 and other themes 
that are mastered only through prac- 
tical experience.—New York Herald. 


Shipbuilding Gains Momerfum. 


During the past year shipbuilding has 


been largely a matter of constructing 
yards and erecting machinery. Nearly 
all the vards are now complete, and 
the finished product of -the next six 
months will be enormously greater than 
that of the past six months. 
During 


the first four months of this year the 
destruction exceeded construction by 
396,000 gross tons 
In the last three 


months construction exceeded destruc- 
tion by 373.000 gross tons. 
This is 
about 124.000 tons a month, increasing 
constantly in a ratio illustrated by the 
fact that in the week of August 22 
eight ships were completed and 19 
were launched. And the shipping that 
we and our allies are putting into the 
water will experience no German com- 
petition for many years.—Philadelphia 
Record.

treaty because she has violated the 
laws" of God and man, and has put 
herself below the level of the most de- 
graded savages. 
The civilized world 
combined nearly a century ago to sup- 
press piracy and the slave trade on 
the high seas.

SOLDIERS' LETTERS 


Describes lilt Trip. 
The following 
letter has been re- 


ceived by Mrs. C. K. Tatham from her 
.son Carlile. who -bus been stationed at 
Camp Beauregard. La., but has been 
transferred to Camp Mills, k. I- l»re- 
paratory to overse.is service: 
Dear Folks:—-My long Journey ended 


Sunday evening and I will now pro- 
ceed to write anothor book describing 
it to you. I haven't time to see about 
the copyright or publication of it so 
will leave that to von. 


I do not be!ie\«- there is any soldier 


boy as fortunate ."is 1 when it comes 
to traveling. 
We broke camp Wed- 


nesday. August 13 about 11 o'clock. 
The train of Pullman cars pulled up in 
front of our harr.ick* and we loaded 
on in a quiet and orderly manner. We 
did not know which direction we were 
going, but this w.is soon settled for we 
went directly weM up the Red River 
valley. This can well be called 
the 


paradise of Louisimi. for no one would 
want a rfcher or l*clter place to live. 
It is one continuous; field *of cotton aJ- 
most ready to j»ick and In some places 
the negroes arc picking It. We see good 
fields of corn and p.iss a. nutnber of 
oil wells. At Shriovc-nort we tam north 
and are soon in ihe pine woods again, 
and this docw m/t interest me any so 
begin to read or <5<» something to pass 
away time. 


At 9:30 all hive to be In bed. and I 
am not sorry, for two nights before 
leaving, o'sr mroguitn barf were taken 
from us so did not get to sleep any for 
trying to figure- w\i some way to bwit 
the mosquito* out of their supper. 


The next nigl.t 1 did not undo my 


p*ick for fear of IHng called out in 
the night, so u«H u for a pillow and 
slept on the h.ml springs with my 
clothes on. 
I h *d the upper berth, al- 


though it was not the choicest one. I 
liked !t very well for it was away from 
the cinders and the 
note*1 was m«f 


fled somewhat 
The ne^t morning I i 


awoke in the slate of Arkansas and it 
is as level as far as tne eye 


"CURFEW" 


We now see woods and hard wood, cot- 
ton, peanuts, corn in the shock and 
another important crop—rice The rice 
is irrigated by water pumped 
from 


wells, which look like gass well der- 
ricks, though not quite as high. The 
rice blades look like young cat-tails 
though not so green and coarse. We 
passed thousands of acres of it and in 
some places the fields drop out of sight, 
they are so level. 
At 10 o'clock we take our first hike 
at the hustling western town of Jones- 
borough. Here we are met by the Red 
Cross who furnish 
us with 
refresh- 


ments and in every town that we stop- 
ped the Red Cross was always there. 
In every 
town there was always a 


crowd to wa\e and yell at us. At about 
noon we cross into the state of Mis- 
souri and 
find it still 
level and is 
heavier wooded. I see more 
water- 
melons here than in any other state 
and also the best corn—the kind that 
when you cut it off and the ears hit 
you on the head and will make your 
teeth rattle. I see a good many hogs 
and fat cattle. That evening we cross 
the Mississippi river at the town of 
Cornville and are now in the state of 
Illinois and it is also bedtime so roll 
in' and I did not wake until 6 o'clock 
next morning. We passed through East 
St. Louis that night at 2 o'clock so did 
not get to see it. If I had my pick of 
states that I passed through to live 
in I would take Illinois. It is a net- 
work of railroads. It is mainly a corn 
state and corn tops furnish a floor as 
far as the eye can see. There are fine 
houses and barns with plenty of shade 
around them and everything 
looks 
prosperous. At Decatur, 111., we got 
off and took a bath in the Railroad Y. 
M. C. A. In the early afternoon we 
pass into Indiana and find the country 
rough and rolling and not very much 
farming is done. We pass into large 
towns where we see automobile fac- 
tories, especially in Lafayette and Ft. 
Wayne. We reach Ft. Wayne at bed- 
time and I do not remember anything 
until we reach Detroit, Mich. Here I 
was awakened by a steamboat whistle 
and so jumped out of my berth and 
could see a boat at the right of our 
train, so guessed we were going to be 
ferried across the river into Canada. 
I did not stand out very long, for the 
wind was cold as ice and I like to had 
a chill before I could get covered up 
again. The next morning we were 
still on level land save now and then 
a deep gorge. We are now in more of 
a wheat and oats and rye country, and 
see acre after actre of it. 
We see 


many acres of buckwheat just in 
bloom and there are a good 
many 


raters and other flowers in bloom. We 
see some corn but it is very small and 
green and will never mature for it is 
i!mo.si cold enough to frwl now. I see 
more cuttJe here than I have seen in 
any of the western states. There are 
orchard after orchard and the trees are 
just lit-nding down with apples. If it 
w.-iMrt for the cold climate 1 think 
Can;i<U would lie a good place for an 
Ohioan to live for it 
resembles our 
state to a great extent. We took a 
hike nx St. Thomas at alwut 9 <rc3ock. 
We iMssed through Wellington, fam- 
ous for the canal of that name. sind its 
iron founderies. At about 5 o'clock we 
reach Niagara City and here cvery- 
3>o<!y is excited, for the whole train- 
lo.«d of soldiers go out to see ihe falls. 
It was surely beautiful and I will not 
try to descrilic them, for I sent a pic- 
ture of the falls home and you will 
find tliwn just as pictured. There is a 
large park around the falls. Then our 
tr.iin went over into New York slate, 
and see town after town famed for iron 
works.

Next morning we find ourselves in 


Pennsylvania and see some more pic- 
turesque country. For quite a while 
we follow (he U»|» of the ridges and cin 
look down in the valley and see larsc 
down-* while in tne distincc are tops 
of wooded hills.

large creek. The railroads run along
